Senate Foreign Relations Commit­ 
tee, said Eisenhower should pro­ 
vide this information when he ap­ 
pears before a joint session Satur­ 
day. 
The senator spoke out in an in­

Middle East in event of possible 
aggression there. 
The President will go before an 
unusual Saturday joint session tc 
press tor approval of a resolution 
which would: 
1. Give him advance authority 
to use U. S. military might if he 
felt such a move was necessary 
to block Russian intrusion into the 
Middle East. 
2. Authorize the spending of 400 
million dollars over 
a two-year 
period beginning next July for 
economic aid to nations 
in 
the 
strife-wracked area. 
So far there has been little out­ 
ward opposition in Congress to the 
Eisenhower administration’s Mid­ 
dle East proposals, pictured in 
some official quarters as needed 
to fill a power vacuum left by de­ 
struction of British and French in­ 
fluence in the region.

ity met a hostile reaction from 
sources 
in 
Arab 
Syria 
a n d 
Egypt and C o m m u n i s t Yugo­ 
slavia. 
In Damascus, Ihsan El Jabri, 
chairman of the Syrian Parlia­ 
ment’s Foreign Affairs Commit­ 
tee, called the plan “ a plot en­ 
gineered by the imperialists.” In 
Cairo, the newspaper Al Messaa 
published an article saying Eisen­ 
hower’s request involves a meth­ 
od “rejected by all the peoples 
of the world.” In Belgrade, the 
Communist newspaper Borba said 
that by adopting the Eisenhower 
plan the United States would risk 
appearing in Arab eyes “as an 
heir to the colonial powers.”

Any bo dy Fo r Tennis? 
The latest battering the American Davis Cup 
team took from the Australians and the re- 
iulting cries that “something must be done 
about it” bring to mind the low state to which 
tennis has faUer in East Liverpool-and in 
many other tri-state communities where the 
game once flourished. 
Tennis virtually 
has 
disappeared 
locaBy . 
There are no public courts and few—if any — 
private ones. Those who wish to play must 
head for East Palestine or some 
ot he r 
point where interest has been maintained. 
Tennis is one of the more enjoy able outdoor 
g p o Tis 
—^both on an individual and fanuly basis. 
It is a relax ing and beneficial form of ex er­ 
cise. which at the same time provides stim­ 
ulating competition to any degree desired by 
' the participants. 
Facilities are offered here lor almost every 
popular game ex cept tennis. 
The situation is one that the Thompson Park 
Board of Commissioners might consider ser­ 
iously during the winter, with an ey e to pos- 
iible action nex t spring. 
The level plot adjacent to the park entrance 
conceivably could ,^be turned into a most satis­ 
factory tennis site at a minimum of ex pense. 
With black top play ing surfaces and sturdy wire 
fencing, the iniUal instaUation would be the 
major item, with upk eep a minor problem. 
In 1951, East Palestine bought a 
10-foot-high 
steel fence, enough to encompass three courts, 
ifff approx imately $2,100. Black top for two 
courts, in use at its city park , was purchased 
at $6.50 a ton, with the total black topping bill 
estimated at $800. In Palestine’s case, city 
labor was used and the costs charged to the 
itreet fund. 
East Liverpool’s street and financial situa­ 
tions being what they are, this wouldn’t be 
the answer here at present. But there’s no 
reason why some satisfactory program ccmldn t 
be work ed out. 
Tennis courts would be a welcwne addition 
to the swimming pool, picnic shelters 
and 
other facilities now offered by the park . If not 
the park , it’s quite lik ely that tennis enthusiasts 
would mak e it worth the while financially for a 
private promoter who might wish to turn a 
vacant lot or two into « )urts. 
There are many who would be most happy 
to tak e their rack ets out of mothballs if ade­ 
quate play ing quarters were made available. 


Bey o nd Reach 
Do y ou believe modem art can mak e people 
feel lik e being Communists? 
Copies of a speech inserted in the Congres­ 
sional Record last August by Rep. George A. 
Dondero of Michigan’s 18th are being circu­ 
lated with intent to stir interest in this possi­ 
bility . 
It is not clear how Rep. Dondero became 
an authority in ttie field of art, but he has ar­ 
rived at a conclusion that mischief is afoot 
in the art world. His line of reasoning is 
curious: 
That advocates of isms in art — “from deep 
red StaUnist to pale pink publicist” — deny 
any connection with Communism so vehemently 
they are guilty of “party -line practice.”

George Sok olsk y that Stalin had 
been anti - Semitic shock ed the 
membership of the party , but when 
Khrushchev established himself as 
an anti-Semite, it damaged the 
party in the large cities of the 
United States where its members 
have made such a sharp point of 
racism. The shrink ing of the Amer­ 
ican Communist party has pro­ 
duced an internecine war between 
the Titoists and the Stalinists, re­ 
flecting the quarrels within the 
Russian Presidium. It is believed 
that as a result of this strife, Eu­ 
gene Dennis soon will cease to be 
the head of that party and Steve 
Nelson, a Yugoslav, and in many 
respects one of the most danger­ 
ous men in the party , may accede 
to Dennis’s position. 


THOSE WHO are following the 
Titoist line really are returning to 
the ideas of Earl Browder when he 
changed the name of the Commu­ 
nist party to the Communist Po­ 
litical Association and adopted as 
heroic personalities characters out 
of American history . 
For all of this, Browder was 
k ick ^ out of the Communist party 
May 24, 1945, on orders of Stalin, 
and has remained ou t s i d e the 
party ever since. Browder was de­ 
nounced by the entire leadership 
of the American Communist party 
at the time of his ex pulsion, but 
his ideas apparently go marching 
on. 
In fact, it is Earl Browder who 
is the real father of what has 
come to be called Titoism. But 
there is no indication that he will 
he invited back into the party or 
that if invited to return, he will. 
William Z. F os t e r , currently 
Chairman of the American Com­ 
munist party , apparently is dis­ 
pleased with all the current she 
nanigans. He remains an outright 
and u n c om pr om i s i n g 
Sta­ 
linist, which, in essence, means 
that he is opposed to nationalistic 
Ck )mmunism and disregard of So 
viet Russia as the homeland of all 
Communists. 


IN THE COURSE of this denun­ 
ciation, he said: 
“Some comrades, while repudiat- 


ing Browder’s crassest forms of 
bourgeois reformism and his ulti­ 
mate renegacy from OMnmunisin, 
would resurrect what was good in 
his sy stem. They look back nostal­ 
gically to the late 1930’s when the 
party was mak ing substantial pro­ 
gress, overlook ing the vastly more 
favorable situation then ex isting, 
when the party was going along 
freely in harmony with the gener­ 
al mood of the work ing class and 
under a not hostile government, 
in the fight against Hitlerism and 
for the trade union organization of 
the basic industries; in contrast to 
the harsh persecutions suffered by 
the Party during the cold war 
y ears and its considerable conflict 
with the general mood of the work ­ 
ing class regarding the origin of 
the war threat.” 
In this analy sis, Foster Is un­ 
doubtedly correct. But what is im­ 
portant to those Americans who re­ 
gard themselves as anti-Commu- 
nists is Foster’s claim that in the 
1930’s the Communist party func­ 
tioned u n d e r an administration 
that was not hostile to it. This the 
anti-Communists generally 
have 
contended and it often has been 
denied. 


HOW FAR this lack of hostility 
went appears in the record of con­ 
gressional committees to some ex ­ 
tent, but the entire story has not 
y et been told and undoubtedly will 
one day , possibly soon, be made 
public under the signature of Earl 
Browder whose relations with the 
Roosevelt administration were, at 
times, very close indeed. 
The Truman administration in 
its latter day s became increasing­ 
ly hostile toward the Communist 
party and instigated various cases 
under the Smith Act. The Eisen­ 
hower administration started out 
to mak e mincemeat of this party , 
but quieted down after a while, 
letting the course of events act in- 


The fact that the Communist 
party has shrunk does not mean 
that it is innocuous. Whereas there 
may be a party cleavage between 
Stalinists and Titoists and Com­ 
munists and Socialists, those who 
follow the doctrines of Karl Marx 
in whatever organization are ene­ 
mies of the American concept of 
society and will continue to strive 
to pollute the ideas of American 
y outh. 
The real danger lies not in the 
party organization but in 
t hos e 
who still accept Marx ism - Lenin­ 
ism as a creed; in those who now 
reject Stalinism because S t a l i n 
fooled them, but who do not reject 
Karl Marx . They are attempting to 
restore their position of influence 
by “Americanizing” the C o m- 
munist credo — an unacceptable 
dichotomy .

As a result there have been 
union chiefs in the past few y ears 
who have deposited their outfit’s 
millions and pick ed up three or 
four mortgages for their own in­ 
vestment at the same time. All 
with good, redeemable American 
cash. But nevertheless, the union 
chiefs would not have k nown of 
these golden opportunities if they 
had not had the union gold to 
deposit. 


SOME LABOR CHIEFS ha ve 
bought valuable property for their 
unions in outly ing states — and 
have pick ed up adjoining bits of 
y ardage for themselves. 
They have k nown in advance of 
areas 
thro”gh 
which 
pipelines 
were to go, or which streets were 
to be demolished for new housing 
developments or roads. And they 
have bought in on the deal. 
There are union chiefs who have 
purchased stock because

k new the company planned to ex ­ 
pand and would need thousands of 
sk illed work ers for some special 
government project. 
And there are union officials 
who invest millions of dollars a 
y ear on the mark et for their or­ 
ganizations and work so closely 
with the brok erage house that they 
are able to pick up some stock 
of their own. 
There are others who k now of 
big construction projects in ad­ 
vance — such as an airport or ex ­ 
position, who 
t he n go up and 
buy restaurants or stores nearby . 


LABOR MEN are in every thing 
—shipping companies, hotels, steel

hower felt that such authority was 
necessary , it was up to Congress to 
grant him that power. 
This is the very spirit of coop­ 
eration which is so essential these 
day s to the successful evolution of 
American policy in world affairs. 
It is an ex ample of leadership 
which cannot but help the rest 
of the wwld understand that all po­ 
litical parties in this country are 
willing to see great sacrifices 
made to prevent another global 
war from break ing out. 


IN THE LENGTHY discussion 
between the President and con­ 
gressional leaders on New Year’s 
day at the White House there were 
some interesting questions ask ed 
and answered. 
One of them related to the sug­ 
gestion that the President already 
has the power to act. Another com­ 
ment was that, .when the emer­ 
gency arose, the President could 
come to Congress and promptly 
get a resolution of authority . 
But Mr. Eisenhower disposed of 
both points very effectively . He de­ 
clared that he had the utmost re­ 
spect for the constitutional pre­ 
rogatives of Congress in relation to 
use of the armed forces and that 
he believes it would be better if 
the ex ecutive were ^ven ex plicitly 
the authority t(/act instantly in an 
•emergency . 
Mr. 
E i s e n how e r 
further­ 
more pointed out that the object of 
the present move was to let the 
world k now ex actly what the Unit­ 
ed States would do in certain cir­ 
cumstances and that it was im­ 
portant to proclaim -the fact that 
Congress and the ex ecutive both 
had authorized the use of Ameri­ 
can armed forces to ward off ag­ 
gression in the Middle East. 


ANY OTHER COURSE could in­ 
volve doubt as to what congress 
might or might not do, and it could 
conceivably lead to a miscalcula­ 
tion by an agressor as to the na­ 
ture of American policy , as has 
happened before. 
As for the argument that the 
President already has the author­ 
ity to use the armed forces of the 
United States and could act in an 
emergency and then ask for ratifi­ 
cation by Congress, if necessary , 
this is an oft-debated point. 
There are precedents which have 
occurred in the last 
100 y ears un­ 
der which the 
chief 
ex ecutive 
has or d e r e d American armed 
forces used in foreign countries 
but primarily these have been con­ 
fined to the landing of Marines or 
the sending of warships to ports 
where American lives and property 
have been threatened by local dis­ 
turbances. 
The most important precedent in 
which presidential action occurred 
in a large military undertak ing 
without a resolution of authority 
being requested from Congress was 
in June 1950. 
Then, in pursuance of a decision 
by the Security Council of the 
United Nations, President Truman 
ordered American troops into ac­ 
tion in Korea, /.t no time there-

after was a resolution requested so 
that the step tak en could legal­ 
ly be ratified by Congress. 


MR. EISENHOWER in his cam­ 
paign speeches in 1952 referred to 
the fact that presidential action, 
involving Americans in a war 
which is the third largest in the 
world in the last 35 y ears, was 
tak en without action by Congress. 
There were some hasty consul­ 
tations with a few congressional 
leaders in advance but there wasn’t 
time for Mr. Truman to get a 
resolution of authority passed. 
This, however, doesn’t ex plain 
the unwillingness of the Truman 
administration to ask Congress for 
a resolution of ratification after 
the Korean war began, wWch is 
what President Wilson did in 1914 
immediately a f t e r he ordered 
American Marines — at four o’clok 
one morning — to land in Vera 
Cruz. 
Mr. Eisenhower, in brief, wants 
the world to 
k now 
now 
that 
America will interpose her mili­ 
tary strength against Communist 


and he believes an overwhelming 
vote in Congress on that subject 
will have a deterrent influence, 
just as the adoption of the same 
ty pe of resolution has helped to 
prevent another war in and around 
Formosa. 


THERE WAS SOME comment at 
the meeting of the congressional 
leaders about the fact that the 
new plan was “leak ed” to report­ 
ers in Washington before chair­ 
men of congressional committees 
k new about it. 
The answer is that the news 
“leak ed” first from Europe. This 
often happens when the 
U n i t e d 
States endeavors to elicit informal 
ex pressions of opinion on forthcom­ 
ing policy from diplomats abroad. 
When it does occur, the State 
Department feels the necessity of 
giving promptly a back ground ex ­ 
planation to the America press in 
order to prevent fragmentary or 
erroneous interpretations contained 
in European news dispatches from 
being widely accepted in t hi s 
country .

Congressmen are again ink ing sonnel at the Pentagon are so jit- 
up their mimeograph machines tery about the problein that one 
and security officers at the Penta­ 
gon are showing more than usual 
concern. 
T he 
problem: 
Congressional 
newsletters that tell more than the 
military think they should. 
The newsletter is a well-estab­ 
lished device put out by each of 
some 
100 vest-pock et publishing 
operations in the House and Sen­ 
ate Office Buildings. Ranging in 
circulatio n from about 600 to sev­ 
eral thousand, each newsletter pro­ 
vides its congressman - author an 
opportunity of k eeping in touch 
with the folk s back home. 
Usually two or three mimeo­ 
graph sheets long, the newsletters 
go to rural editors, friends and 
any body else who happens to get 
on the congressman’s mailing list. 
Generally , they contain long and 
usually dull ex planations of votes, 
anecdotes about life in the Capi­ 
tal and lists of constituents who 
have visited the congressman’s 
Washington office. 
But some of the congressmen try 
to provide “scoops” for their read­ 
ers and many of them, on cwn- 
mittees dealing with military or 
atomic matters, are in a position 
to do just that. 
That’s where the security boy s 
wish they could come in. Material 
released from the Pentagon norm­ 
ally goes first to the security and 
review section which screens the 
releases for classified information. 
In a recent newsletter. Rep. 
James Patterson wrote: 
“Jdilitary 
ex perts 
are 
today 
stressing, more than ever, the in­ 
creasing importance of tank s and 
modern armor weapons and oqr 
ability to counter those of the so­ 
viets in event (rf war. 
“Our own army ex perts admit 
that our light vehicular capability 
is no match today for that of the 
Russians. They say that a tank 
equipped with a 9 0-milimeter rifle 
with a muzzle velocity of 5,500 feet 
per second is urgently needed to 
pierce five or six inches of steel 
on present Soviet tank s. Emphasis 
is placed on the necessity of re­ 
ducing tank size from 58 tons to 
25 tons and eventually to 
12 tons 
for airborne operations.” 
The congressman received a 
visit from an officer of the legis­ 
lative liaison office maintained at 
the Capitol by the Defense De­ 
partment. The officer suggested 
that it might be wise for the con­ 
gressman to submit such material 
to the security and review section 
before it is released to the public. 
The request was politely but 
firmly denied. Congressmen usual­ 
ly consider themselves competent 
to protect the country ’s legitimate 
secrets. 
Some of the administrative per- 


division head suggested that the 
Defense Department formally re­ 
quest members of the appropria­ 
tions and armed services commit­ 
tees to submit their newsletters 
for review. 
A member of the security and 
review staff said the suggestion 
had been turned down by “more 
ex perienced hands.” 
The informal approach by a 
liaison officer, however, 
some­ 
times does some good. In his most 
recent newsletter. Rep. Patterson 
lists some of the new weapons de­ 
veloped during the past y ear by 
the Army . Those listed were well- 
publicized achievements such as 
the development of the aerocy cle, 
the contraption on which a soldier 
can rise from the ground and fly 
himself to another area. 
The newsletter adds: “Numer­ 
ous other advancements have been 
made that need not be mentioned 
here.”

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Anybody For Tennis? 


The latest battering the American Davis Cup 
team took from the Australians and the re­ 
sulting cries that “something must be done 
about it” bring to mind the low state to which 
tennis has fallen in East Liverpool—and in 
many other tri-state communities where the 
game once flourished. 
Tennis virtually 
has 
disappeared 
locally. 
There are no public courts and few—if any— 
private ones. Those who wish to play must 
head for East Palestine or some o t h e r 
point where interest has been maintained. 
Tennis is one of the more enjoyable outdoor 
sports—both on an individual and family basis. 
It is a relaxing and beneficial form of exer­ 
cise, which at the same time provides stim­ 
ulating competition to any degree desired by 
the participants. 
Facilities are offered here for almost every 
popular game except tennis. 
The situation is one that the Thompson Park 
Board of Commissioners might consider ser­ 
iously during the winter, with an eye to pos­ 
sible action next spring. 
The level piot adjacent to the park entrance 
conceivably could be turned into a most satis­ 
factory tennis site at a minimum of expense. 
With blacktop playing surfaces and sturdy wire 
fencing, the initial installation would be the 
major item, with upkeep a minor problem. 
In 1951, East Palestine bought a 10-foot-high 
steel fence, enough to encompass three courts, 
for approximately $2,100. 
Blacktop for two 
courts, in use at its city park, was purchased 
at $6.50 a ton, with the total blacktopping bill 
estimated at $800. In Palestine’s case, city 
labor was used and the costs charged to the 
street fund. 
East Liverpool’s street and financial situa­ 
tions being what they are, this wouldn’t be 
the answer here at present. But there’s no 
reason why some satisfactory program couldn’t 
be worked out. 
Tennis courts would be a welcome addition 
to the swimming pool, picnic shelters 
and 
other facilities now offered by the park. If not 
the park, it’s quite likely that tennis enthusiasts 
would make it worth the while financially for a 
private promoter who might wish to turn a 
vacant lot or two into courts. 
There are many who would be most happy 
to take their rackets out of mothballs if ade­ 
quate playing quarters were made available.

Communist Party Has Its Troubles In The IJ. S. 


Beyond Reach 


Do you believe modern art can make people 
feel like being Communists? 
Copies of a speech inserted in the Congres­ 
sional Record last August by Rep. George A. 
Dondero of Michigan’s 18th are being circu­ 
lated with intent to stir interest in this possi­ 
bility. 
It is not clear how Rep. Dondero became 
an authority in the field of art, but he has ar­ 
rived at a conclusion that mischief is afoot 
in the art world. His line of reasoning is 
curious: 
That advocates of isms in art — “from deep 
red Stalinist to pale pink publicist” — deny 
any connection with Communism so vehemently 
they are guilty of “party-line practice.” 
The connection is not visible or credible to 
those of us whose idea of art is limited to 
what the lithographers find s u i t a b l e for 
calendars. 
But a comparison comes to mind while reading 
what Rep. Dondero says will happen if we ex­ 
pose ourselves to the insidious influence of vis­ 
ual subversivism. Could this be like the lurid 
warnings of what will happen if we get a whiff 
of perfume advertised in the slick-paper maga­ 
zines just before Christmas? 
Nothing happened to us. Nothing 
at 
all. 
There was no message. When this was men­ 
tioned, it was pointed out that we were beyond 
reach, which may be our security against mod­ 
ern art, too. 


Incentive Plan 


The birth rate on New Year’s day is the 
only reminder some of us are given about the 
greatest incentive plan in the United States. 
Every time a baby is born, the economic 
system rings a bell. Analysts refigure the needs 
for goods and services. 
Parents think of needs ranging from a larger 
house to more insurance protection. In many 
cases, a baby marks crystallization of a new 
family unit, with all the innumerable needs 
whose satisfaction fills attics and junk yards, 
as well as hearts and coffers. 
Fathers bear down a little harder to stir up 
the scratch that will be needed to cover the 
added costs. In these days of multiple incomes, 
it is not unusual for mothers to join fathers 
in pursuit of pelf for a growing family, with 
time out now and then for the unavoidable 
delays that go with child-bearing. Babies never 
“had it so good” so they are having it in the 
United States in the mid-20th century. 
There is no intrinsic merit in a high birth­ 
rate. It does not produce prosperity in China, 
or India where one more mouth to feed is a 
net drain on an inadequate food supply. But in 
the United States, where food is plentiful, popu­ 
lation growth is assurance of an ever-increasing 
market for an ever-increasing supply of goods 
and services. 


The American Communist party 
is having an unpleasant time try­ 
ing to adjust itself to tile various 
new lines which have been devel­ 
oping in t h e 
C o rn rn u- 
nist world. The 
p a r t y has 
shrunk. 
N u- 
merically, 
it 
is only a splin­ 
ter of what it 
w a s in the 
1930’s. The ad- 
m i s s i o n 
by Khrushchev 
George Sokolsky 
that stalin had 
been anti - Semitic shocked the 
membership of the party, but when 
Khrushchev established himself as 
an anti-Semite, it damaged t h e 
party in the large cities of the 
United States where its members 
have made such a sharp point of 
racism. The shrinking of the Amer­ 
ican Communist party has pro­ 
duced an internecine war between 
the Titoists and the Stalinists, re­ 
flecting the quarrels within the 
Russian Presidium. It is believed 
that as a result of this strife, Eu­ 
gene Dennis soon will cease to be 
the head of that party and Steve 
Nelson, a Yugoslav, and in many 
respects one of the most danger­ 
ous men in the party, may accede 
to Dennis’s position. 


THOSE WHO are following the 
Titoist line really are returning to 
the ideas of Earl Browder when he 
changed the name of the Commu­ 
nist party to the Communist Po­ 
litical Association and adopted as 
heroic personalities characters out 
of American history. 
For all of this, Browder was 
kicked out of the Communist party 
May 24, 1945, on orders of Stalin, 
and has remained o u t s i d e the 
party ever since. Browder was de­ 
nounced by the entire leadership 
of the American Communist party 
at the time of his expulsion, but 
his ideas apparently go marching 
on. 
In fact, it is Earl Browder who 
is the real father of what 
has 
come to be called Titoism. But 
there is no indication that he will 
be invited back into the party or 
that if invited to return, he will. 
William Z. F o s t e r , currently 
Chairman of the American Com­ 
munist party, apparently is dis­ 
pleased with all the current she­ 
nanigans. He remains an outright 
and u n c o m p r o m i s i n g Sta­ 
linist, which, in essence, means 
that he is opposed to nationalistic 
Communism and disregard of So­ 
viet Russia as the homeland of all 
Communists. 


IN THE COURSE of this denun­ 
ciation, he said: 
“Some comrades, while repudiat­ 


ing Browder’s crassest forms of 
bourgeois reformism and his ulti­ 
mate renegacy from Communism, 
would resurrect what was good in 
his system. They look back nostal­ 
gically to the late 1930’s when the 
party was making substantial pro­ 
gress, overlooking the vastly more 
favorable situation then existing, 
when the party was going along 
freely in harmony with the gener­ 
al mood of the working class and 
under a not hostile government, 
in the fight against Hitlerism and 
for the trade union organization of 
the basic industries; in contrast to 
the harsh persecutions suffered by 
the Party during the cold war 
years and its considerable conflict 
with the general mood of the work­ 
ing class regarding the origin of 
the war threat.” 
In this analysis, Foster Is un­ 
doubtedly correct. But what is im­ 
portant to those Americans who re­ 
gard themselves as anti-Commu- 
nists is Foster’s claim that in the 
1930’s the Communist party func­ 
tioned u n d e r an administration 
that was not hostile to it. This the 
anti-Communists generally 
have 
contended and it often has been 
denied. 


HOW FAR this lack of hostility 
w’ent appears in the record of con­ 
gressional committees to some ex­ 
tent, but the entire story has not 
yet been told and undoubtedly will 
one day, possibly soon, be made 
public under the signature of Earl 
Browder whose relations with the 
Roosevelt administration were, at 
times, very close indeed. 
The Truman administration in 
its latter days became increasing­ 
ly hostile toward the Communist 
party and instigated various cases 
under the Smith Act. The Eisen­ 
hower administration started out 
to make mincemeat of this party, 
but quieted down after a while, 
letting the course of events act in­ 
stead. 
The fact that the Communist 
party has shrunk does not mean 
that it is innocuous. Whereas there 
may be a party cleavage between 
Stalinists and Titoists and Com­ 
munists and Socialists, those who 
follow the doctrines of Karl Marx 
in whatever organization are ene­ 
mies of the American concept of 
society and will continue to strive 
to pollute the ideas of American 
youth. 
The real danger lies not in the 
party organization but in t h o s e 
who still accept Marxism - Lenin­ 
ism as a creed; in those who now 
reject Stalinism because S t a l i n 
fooled them, but who do not reject 
Karl Marx. They are attempting to 
restore their position of influence 
by “Americanizing” the C o m ­ 
munist credo — an unacceptable 
dichotomy. 


More Lives Than A Cat 


Inside On Labor

There’s a bright midwest labor 
fellow who has borrowed himself 
some money from a bank and 
taken himself a partner and is 
building h i m- 
self an office 
“s k yscraper” 
as a personal 
investment. 
This is not 
a union build­ 
ing. 1 1 is R 
c o m m ercial 
job — and so 
the labor man 
d o u b l e s as 
u n i o n leader 
and capitalist via the real estate 
route. Now, this multi - million 
dollar operation is 
his 
private 
business and a legitimate one at 
that. 
The code in this corner is not 
to intrude on a man’s privacy. So, 
at least here, you won’t find his 
name. 
This is his own private business, 
as I said but in 
the 
highest 
labor circles there now is con­ 
siderable discussion over whether 
a labor leader should also be a 
private businessman and if so, just 
how deeply he should go into busi­ 
ness and just how any union lead­ 
er’s being businessman, investor, 
or relator affects his own union, 
specifically, and the labor move­ 
ment, in general. 


THIS DISCUSSION began offi­ 
cially at the recent sessions of the 
AFL-CIO Ethical Practices Com­ 
mittee. And it should be set down 
that this is not a discussion of 
illegitimate investments or even 
legal looting. 
Labor’s high command simply is 
beginning to face the facts of life. 
There are scores of labor leaders 
who are highly successful busi­ 
nessmen and commute regularly 
between the office behind the dues 
wicket and the executive suites be­ 
hind the gold lettering on the 
fronts of banks, brokerage houses, 
insurance companies, real estate 
offices and even emporiums of 
more exclusive tastes and clien­ 
teles. 
At the last session of the Ethical 
Practices Committee, the boys be­ 
gan to consider a “code of con­ 
duct” for such labor leaders. 
What must be decided is whether 
there is a conflict of interests 
in 
such 
activities. 
This 
would 
startle the British, French and Ger­ 
man Socialist labor leaders who 
spend their time politicking along 
class lines. But here, every man’s 
golden opportunity is born equal. 


THE PROBLEM is whether a 
labor leader would be as shrewd a 
businessman if he did not operate 
from the vantage point of his union. 
There are some fellows, for ex­ 


ample, who place millions of dol­ 
lars worth of pension and wel­ 
fare funds in dignified old banks 
around the countryside. The cel­ 
luloid collar crowd has l o n g 
gone from behind the managerial 
desks of these banks — and the 
new men see great 
vistas 
in 
labor’s millions. 
So when a labor leade* drops in 
to discuss his own union’s de­ 
posits, there is naturally discus­ 
sion of other investments jast hap­ 
pening to lie around on the bank’s 
counter. 
As a result there have been 
union chiefs in the past few years 
who have deposited their outfit’s 
millions and picked up three or 
four mortgages for their own in­ 
vestment at the same time. All 
with good, redeemable American 
cash. But nevertheless, the union 
chiefs would not have known of 
these golden opportunities if they 
had not had the union gold to 
deposit. 


SOME LABOR CHIEFS h a v e 
bought valuable property for their 
unions in outlying states — and 
have picked up adjoining bits of 
yardage for themselves. 
They have known in advance of 
areas 
through 
which 
pipelines 
were to go, or which streets were 
to be demolished for new housing 
developments or roads. And they 
have boug it in on the deal. 
There are union chiefs who have 
purchased stock because t h e y 
knew the company planned to ex­ 
pand and would need thousands of 
skilled workers for some special 
government project. 
And there are union officials 
who invest millions of dollars a 
year on the market for their or­ 
ganizations and work so closely 
with the brokerage house that they 
are able to pick up some stock 
of their own. 
There are others who know of 
big construction projects in ad­ 
vance — such as an airport or ex­ 
position, who t h e n go up and 
buy restaurants or stores nearby. 


LABOR MEN are in everything 
—shipping companies, hotels, steel 
mills, electronic plants, jewelry 
firms, transportation, construction 
—you name it. 
What the Ethical Practices Com­ 
mittee now is asking the AFL- 
CIO Executive Council to decide 
at its mid-winter session in Miami 
is whether there is conflict of in­ 
terest between such business ac­ 
tivity by labor leaders and their 
unions. This is just the beginning. 
What the high command must 
consider is whether there may 
come a time when some labor 
leaders, who are also business­ 
men, will be sitting on both sides 
of the table, bargaining with them­ 
selves.

Middle East. 
Mr. Rayburn took a broad view 
of the problems facing America in 
the Middle East and after listening 
to the President’s exposition, he 
said then and there to his col­ 
leagues that, when a man of the 
military background of Mr. Eisen­ 
hower felt that such authority was 
necessary, it was up to Congress to 
grant him that power. 
This is the very spirit of coop­ 
eration which is so essential these 
days to the successful evolution of 
American policy in world affairs. 
It is an example of leadership 
which cannot but help the rest 
of the world understand that all po­ 
litical parties in this country are 
willing to see great sacrifices 
made to prevent another global 
war from breaking out. 


IN THE LENGTHY discussion 
between the President and con­ 
gressional leaders on New Year’s 
day at the White House there were 
some interesting questions asked 
and answered. 
One of them related to the sug­ 
gestion that the President already 
has the power to act. Another com­ 
ment was that, when the emer­ 
gency arose, the President could 
come to Congress and promptly 
get a resolution of authority. 
But Mr. Eisenhower disposed of 
both points very effectively. He de­ 
clared that he had the utmost re­ 
spect for the constitutional pre­ 
rogatives of Congress in relation to 
use of the armed forces and that 
he believes it would be better if 
the executive were given explicitly 
the authority tof act instantly in an 
emergency. 
' 
Mr. 
E i s e n h o w e r further­ 
more pointed out that the object of 
the present move was to let the 
world know exactly what the Unit­ 
ed States would do in certain cir­ 
cumstances and that it was im­ 
portant to proclaim the fact that 
Congress and the executive both 
had authorized the use of Ameri­ 
can armed forces to ward off ag­ 
gression in the Middle East. 


ANY OTHER COURSE could in­ 
volve doubt as to what congress 
might or might not do, and it could 
conceivably lead to a miscalcula­ 
tion by an agressor as to the na­ 
ture of American policy, as has 
happened before. 
As for the argument that the 
President already has the author­ 
ity to use the armed forces of the 
United States and could act in an 
emergency and then ask for ratifi­ 
cation by Congress, if necessary, 
this is an oft-debated point. 
There are precedents which have 
occurred in the last IOO years un­ 
der which the 
chief 
executive 
has o r d e r e d American armed 
forces used in foreign countries 
but primarily these have been con­ 
fined to the landing of Marines or 
the sending of warships to ports 
where American lives and property 
have been threatened by local dis­ 
turbances. 
The most important precedent in 
which presidential action occurred 
in a large military undertaking 
without a resolution of authority 
being requested from Congress was 
in June 1950. 
Then, in pursuance of a decision 
by the Security Council of the 
United Nations, President Truman 
ordered American troops into ac­ 
tion in Korea. At no time there­ 


after wras a resolution requested so 
that the step taken could legal­ 
ly be ratified by Congress. 


MR. EISENHOWER in his cam­ 
paign speeches in 1952 referred to 
the fact that presidential action, 
involving Americans in 
a 
war 
which is the third largest in the 
world in the last 35 years, was 
taken without action by Congress. 
There were some hasty consul­ 
tations with a few congressional 
leaders in advance but there wasn’t 
time for Mr. Truman to get a 
resolution of authority passed. 
This, however, doesn’t explain 
the unwillingness of the Truman 
administration to ask Congress for 
a resolution of ratification after 
the Korean war began, which is 
what President Wilson did in 1914 
immediately a f t e r he ordered 
American Marines — at four o’clok 
one morning — to land in Vera 
Cruz. 
Mr. Eisenhower, in brief, wants 
the world to 
know 
now 
that 
America will interpose her mili­ 
tary strength against Communist 


and he believes an overwhelming 
vote in Congress on that subject 
will have a deterrent influence, 
just as the adoption of the same 
type of resolution has helped to 
prevent another war in and around 
Formosa. 


THERE WAS SOME comment at 
the meeting of the congressional 
leaders about the fact that the 
new plan was “leaked” to report­ 
ers in Washington before chair­ 
men of congressional committees 
knew about it. 
The answer is that the news 
“leaked” first from Europe. This 
often happens when the U n i t e d 
States endeavors to elicit informal 
expressions of opinion on forthcom­ 
ing policy from diplomats abroad. 
When it does occur, the State 
Department feels the necessity of 
giving promptly a background ex­ 
planation to the America press in 
order to prevent fragmentary or 
erroneous interpretations contained 
in European news dispatches from 
being widely accepted in t h i s 
country. 
Pentagon Headache

Congressmen are again inking 
up their mimeograph machines 
and security officers at the Penta­ 
gon are showing more than usual 
concern. 
T h e 
problem: 
Congressional 
newsletters that tell more than the 
military think they should. 
The newsletter is a well-estab­ 
lished device put out by each of 
some IOO vest-pocket publishing 
operations in the House and Sen­ 
ate Office Buildings. Ranging in 
circulation from about 600 to sev­ 
eral thousand, each newsletter pro­ 
vides its congressman - author an 
opportunity of keeping in touch 
with the folks back home. 
Usually two or three mimeo­ 
graph sheets long, the newsletters 
go to rural editors, friends and 
anybody else who happens to get 
on the congressman’s mailing list. 
Generally, they contain long and 
usually dull explanations of votes, 
anecdotes about life in the Capi­ 
tal and lists of constituents who 
have visited the congressman’s 
Washington office. 
But some of the congressmen try 
to provide “scoops” for their read­ 
ers and many of them, on com­ 
mittees dealing with military or 
atomic matters, are in a position 
to do just that. 
That’s where the security boys 
wish they could come in. Material 
released from the Pentagon norm­ 
ally goes first to the security and 
review section which screens the 
releases for classified information. 
In a recent newsletter, Rep. 
James Patterson wrote: 
“Military 
experts 
are 
today 
stressing, more than ever, the in­ 
creasing importance of tanks and 
modern armor weapons and our 
ability to counter those of the so­ 
viets in event of war. 
“Our own army experts admit 
that our light vehicular capability 
is no match today for that of the 
Russians. They say that a tank 
equipped with a 90-milimeter rifle 
with a muzzle velocity of 5,500 feet 
per second is urgently needed to 
pierce five or six inches of steel 
on present Soviet tanks. Emphasis 
is placed on the necessity of re­ 
ducing tank size from 58 tons to 
25 tons and eventually to 12 tons 
for airborne operations.” 
The 
congressman 
received 
a 
visit from an officer of the legis­ 
lative liaison office maintained at 
the Capitol by the Defense De­ 
partment. The officer suggested 
that it might be wise for the con­ 
gressman to submit such material 
to the security and review section 
before it is released to the public. 
The request was politely but 
firmly denied. Congressmen usual­ 
ly consider themselves competent 
to protect the country’s legitimate 
secrets. 
Some of the administrative per­ 


sonnel at the Pentagon are so jit­ 
tery about the problem that one 
division head suggested that the 
Defense Department formally re­ 
quest members of the appropria­ 
tions and armed services commit­ 
tees to submit their newsletters 
for review. 
A member of the security and 
review staff said the suggestion 
had been turned down by “more 
experienced hands.” 
The informal approach by a 
liaison 
officer, 
however, 
some­ 
times does some good. In his most 
recent newsletter, Rep. Patterson 
lists some of the new weapons de­ 
veloped during the past year by 
the Army. Those listed were well- 
publicized achievements such as 
the development of the aerocycle, 
the contraption on which a soldier 
can rise from the ground and fly 
himself to another area. 
The newsletter adds: “Numer­ 
ous other advancements have been 
made that need not be mentioned 
here.”

By JAMES MARLOW 
WASHINGTON l^ T h e idea of 
u sing American armed forces in 
some way to stop the spread of 
commu nism is not new with Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower. He discu ssed it 
at least two y ears ago. 
He will go before Congress Sat­ 
u rday to ask standby au thority 
—approv al beforehand — to u se 
American forces in the Middle 
East when he thinks it necessary . 
Althou gh he has now had at 
least two y ears to think ov er this 
problem there were indications 
late this week that he and his 
adv isers were still not certain on 
how to say what he wanted to ask. 
No matter what he say s, it is 
likely that Congress, after com­ 
mittee hearings, will hav e a hand 
in the phrasing of any resolu tion 
it passes to 
g i v e Eisenhower 
standby au thority . 
It is ev en possible, bu t not like 
ly , that Congress won’t giv e Ei 
senhower the au thority at all. 
The State Department by the 
way it “leaked” news of Eisen­ 
hower’s proposed requ est to Con­ 
gress has pu t Congress on a deli­ 
cate spot. 
If it repu diates Eisenhower s 
idea, it wou ld be doing so at a 
time when the danger of Ru ssian 
penetration in the Middle East, If 
only by infiltration and su bv ersion 
and not by armed attack, is ser­ 
iou s. 
A repu diation by Congress now 
wou ld appear as notice to the 
world — and to Ru ssia and the 
Middle East—that American opin­ 
ion was so div ided on what to do 
to block commu nism that it didn’t 
know how to act. 
Still, in 19 53, on the u rging of 
some of his fellow Repu blicans, 
Eisenhower proposed that Con­ 
gress pass a resolu tion condemn­ 
ing 
Ru ssia 
for 
v iolating 
and 
breaking wartime treaties. 
The Repu blicans didn’t like his 
resolu tion. They wanted it more 
strongly worded. The Democrats 
didn’t. The resu lt: Eisenhower’s 
pr(^osal dropped in the waste 
basket. 


Two y ears ago Eisenhower in­ 
formed the Defense Department 
this cou ntry shou ld “prov ide for 
meeting lesser hostile acts in sit­ 
u ations not broadened by the in­ 
terv ention of a major aggressor’s 
forces.” 
A major aggressor, of cou rse, 
wou ld hav e been Ru ssia or Red 
China. 
At his news conference Jan. 12, 
1955, Eisenhower was asked to 
ex plain what he meant. He was 
pr e t t y v agu e, 
ex plaining 
he 
wou ldn’t try to answer in detail 
be c a u s e no military situ ation 
cou ld be v isu alized entirely in ad­ 
v ance. 
He added this cou ntry was try 
ing to help other nations arou nc 
the w or l d bu ild u p their own 
forces su fficiently strong to han­ 
dle rebellion or su bv ersion where 
there wasn’t major ou tside inter­ 
ference. Bu t he went oni 
If an established and friendly 
gov ernment called on the Uniter 
States for help, light forces, or a 
marine u nit, cou ld go in and tha 
wou ld be su fficient to help ou t. 
The fact was, he said, y ou had 
to hav e things ready to mov e 
and mov e rapidly . 
Already two Middle Eastern 
cou ntries — Sy ria and Jordan — 
hav e said they don’t want the kind 
of military help the administration 
talks of now. 
Bu t it isn’t clear ju st what the 
administration has in mind to 
ask Congress. 
Last week, when the State De­ 
partment was “leaking” the idea 
to newsmen, the reporters were 
told the P r e s i d e n t wou ld ask 
standby au thority to st(^ Sov iet 
aggression.

WASHINGTON (^-T h e idea of 
using American armed forces in 
some way to stop the spread of 
communism is not new with Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower.

American forces in the Middle 
East when he thinks it necessary. 
Although he has now had at 
least two years to think over this 
problem there were 
indications 
late this week that h e /and his 
advisers were still not certain on 
how to say what he wanted to ask. 
No m atter what he says, it is 
likely that Congress, after com­ 
mittee hearings, will have a hand 
in the phrasing of any resolution 
it passes to g i v e Eisenhower 
standby authority. 
It is even possible, but not like­ 
ly, that Congress won’t give Ei­ 
senhower the authority at all. 
The State Department by the 
way it “leaked” news of Eisen­ 
hower’s proposed request to Con­ 
gress has put Congress on a deli­ 
cate spot. 
If 
it 
repudiates 
Eisenhower’s 
idea, it would be doing so at a 
time when the danger of Russian 
penetration in the Middle East, if 
only by infiltration and subversion 
and not by armed attack, is ser­ 
ious. 
A repudiation by Congress now 
would appear as notice to the 
world — and to Russia and the 
Middle East—that American opin­ 
ion was so divided on what to do 
to block communism that it didn't 
know how to act. 
Still, in 1953, on the urging of 
some of his fellow Republicans, 
Eisenhower 
proposed that Con­ 
gress pass a resolution condemn­ 
ing 
Russia 
for 
violating 
and 
breaking wartime treaties. 
The Republicans didn’t like his 
resolution. They wanted it more 
strongly worded. The Democrats 
didn’t. The result: Eisenhower’s 
proposal dropped in the waste 
basket. 


Two years ago Eisenhower in­ 
former the Defense Department 
this country should “provide for 
meeting lesser hostile acts in sit­ 
uations not broadened by the in 
tervention of a major aggressor’s 
forces.” 
A m ajor aggressor, of course, 
would have been Russia or Red 
China. 
At his news conference Jan. 12, 
1955, Eisenhower was asked to 
explain what he meant. He was 
p r e t t y vague, 
explaining 
he 
wouldn’t try to answer in detail 
b e c a u s e no military situation 
could be visualized entirely in ad­ 
vance. 
He added this country was try­ 
ing to help other nations arounc 
the w o r l d build up their own 
forces sufficiently strong to han 
die rebellion or subversion where 
there wasn’t major outside inter­ 
ference. But he went on? 
If an established and friendly 
government called on the Unitec 
States for help, light forces, or a 
marine unit, could go in and that 
would be sufficient to help out. 
The fact was, he said, you had 
to have things ready to move 
and move rapidly. 
Already 
two 
Middle 
Eastern 
countries — Syria and Jordan — 
have said they don’t want the kind 
of military help the administration 
talks of now. 
But it isn’t clear just what the 
administration 
has 
in mind to 
ask Congress. 
Last week, when the State De­ 
partment was “leaking” the idea 
to newsmen, the reporters were 
told the P r e s i d e n t would ask 
standby authority to stop Soviet 
aggression. 
But after Eisenhower’s Tuesday

Wellsville Council

Wellsville Council Tuesday night 
passed legislation under suspension 
of rules to limit parking to one 
side of Legion St. and gave first 
reading to proposal calling for an 
increase in gas rates for munici­ 
pal purposes. 
The one-side parking on Legion 
St. will be frcm the corner of Wells 
Ave. to an alley at the rear of the 
home of American Legion Post 70. 
Parking will be prohibited on the 
Legion side of the street. The leg­ 
islation calls for a minimum fine 
of $2 and a maximum fine of $50. 
Council previously delayed action 
on accepting the contract for the 
new gas rates presented by the 
Manufacturers Light & Heat Co. 
until the old contract signed in 
1954 could be studied. 
The old contract was read and 
the wording in a statement that 
the acceptance of the new rates 
could not be used by the utility in 
seeking higher domestic rates was 
found to be about the same. The 
city’s present contract e x p i r e d 
Dec. 31. 
The new rates call for an in­ 
crease of 2 cents per 1,000 cubic 
feet of gas this year and an addi­ 
tional 5 cents in 1958. The city paid 
35 cents per 1,000 cubic feet last 
year. Gas is used at the City Hall 
and Fire Station. 
The Columbiana County Board of 
Elections informed Council in ,a 
latter that $195.30 will be withheld 
from the city’s first tax settlement 
this year for election expenses. 
A copy of the report sent to the 
state auditor by Auditor Marion T. 
Baughman shows the city had a 
bond indebtedness of $36,000 in 1956 
and that $5,000 of the bonds were 
redeemed, leaving a balance of 
$31,000.

LONDON UF» — Faced with the 
loss of her military bases in Cey ­ 
lon, Britain has decided to reopen 
her World War II air base in the 
Maldiv e Islands as a stopoff on 
the way to Au stralia and the Far 
East. 
'The Commonwealth Relations of­ 
fice annou nced an agreement had 
been reached with the Maldiv e 
su ltanate to reactiv ate the base on 
the island of Gan, in the Addu 
Atoll grou p. A commu nications 
center also will be set u p on the 
neighboring island of Haltadu . 
The Maldiv es, a chain of more 
than 2,000 tiny islands in the Indian 
Ocean some 400-miles sou thwest 
of Oey lon, became a British pro­ 
tectorate in 1887. The popu lation 
of 93,000 is almost entirely Mos­ 
lem. 
Reopening of the Maldiv e base 
was v iewed in London as a major 
new approach to the problem of 
maintaining commu nications be­ 
tween Britain and the Far East. 
Britain agreed last Ju ly to giv e 
u p her nav al base at Trincomalee 
and her air base at Katu nay ake 
on Cey lon. Premier Solomon.Ban- 
daranaike, who u pset Cey lon’s pro­ 
west gov ernment in elections last 
April, formally requ ested British 
withdrawal from the bases.

In Ice Pack 


Emergency Repairs 
Made In Antarctica 


MCMURDO SOUND, Antarctica 
US — The crew of an Operation 
Deep Freeze su pply ship made 
emergency repairs today in the 
shelter of an antarctic cape after 
fighting their 7,400-ton v essel free 
from the grip of a cru shing ice 
pack. 
The captain of the U. S. Nav y 
freighter Arneb messaged that his 
craft had reached the safety of 
Cape Hallett. Work was started to 
patch a gaping hole abov e the 
waterline and cracks in the hu ll 
inflicted by the blows of monster 
wind-driv en ice floes. 
Capt. Nels C. Johnson of Alex ­ 
andria, Va., reported by radio 
that ice pressu re had damaged 
both sides of the hu ll along the 
fu ll length of the ship bu t that 
flooding was u nder control. One of 
the Arneb’s two propellers also 
was damaged. 
Johnson said there were no in­ 
ju ries to crew members and no 
loss of cargo. The Arneb carries 
abou t 200 men. 
The 45 0-foot Arneb, an attack 
cargo v essel specially fitted for 
antarctic du ty , was pinned against 
the coast of Antarctica’s Ross Ice 
Shelf New Year’s Day . 
'The Northwind, one of the U.S. 
Coast Gu ard’s most powerfu l ice 
breakers, smashed throu gh the 
heav y ice to aid the stricken 
freighter. Pu mps of both v essels 
were u sed to keep the Arneb from 
flooding while crewmen worked 
to shift cargo and shore u p the 
damaged sides of the hu ll with 
timbers.

Vessel Freed 
In Ice Pack 


Emergency Repairs 
Made In Antarctica 


MCMURDO SOUND, Antarctica 
Ui — The crew of an Operation 
Deep Freeze supply ship made 
emergency repairs today in the 
shelter of an antarctic cape after 
fighting their 7,400-ton vessel free 
from the grip of a crushing ice 
pack. 
The captain of the U. S. Navy 
freighter Arneb m essaged that his 
craft had reached the safety of 
Cape Hallett. Work was started to 
patch a gaping hole 
above 
the 
waterline and cracks in the hull 
inflicted by the blows of monster 
wind-driven ice floes. 
Capt. Nels C. Johnson of Alex­ 
andria, 
Va., 
reported 
by radio 
that ice pressure had dam aged 
both sides of the hull along the 
full length of the ship but that 
flooding was under control. One of 
the Arneb’s two propellers also 
was damaged. 
Johnson said there were no in­ 
juries to crew m em bers and no 
loss of cargo. The Arneb carries 
about 
2 0 0 men. 
The 450-foot Arneb, an attack 
cargo vessel specially fitted for 
antarctic duty, was pinned against 
the coast of A ntarctica’s Ross Ice 
Shelf New Y ear’s Day. 
The North wind, one of the U S. 
Coast G uard’s most powerful ice­ 
breakers,

MISS DE MILLE is a woman of 
formidable opinion and, while nar­
